City was searched Monday by Guate- 
malan authorities to ascertain wheth- 
er there were sheltered in it Guate- 
malans suspected of complicity in the 
attempted assassination of President 
Estrada Cabrera in Guatemala City.

tation of Minister iGamboa as soon as 
he learned of the suspicion of

Guatemalans. The fact that the Mex- 
ican legation was suspected of .being 
an asylum for criminals has caused 
indignation and excitement.

How a Serviceable .One Can Be Made 


from Carriage Brace. 


I have a plan of making a latch for, 


corn crib door which I. have used and 
found to be'very satisfactory, writes 
a farmer in Prairie Farmer. I took 
an old buggy top joint and bolted one 
end to a door, as shown in the illus- 
tration. .1 allowed the other end to 
swing loose. Next 1 spiked a 2x4 to 
side of crib and bored a: hole in the 
end on level with latch. The carriage 
top bar is bent as shown by .dotted

and then pulled down into Jock. 


I have found by experience that this 


latch cannot be rubbed open as is so 
often the case with "other latches.

When we were through 
1 aaked If there was any one of them 
who thought ho could pick out corn 
Uiat was safe to piaht wlth-eut testing 
it, and not a single hand went up over 
the audience. You may often tell by

FOR BETTER ROADS. 


What It Mean* to Improve and Main- 


tain Dirt Roadc. 


The chief thing to do In attacking 


the road problem Is to 
thoroughly 


drain and grade the roads and then 
harrow or drag the surface, GO that 
the water; will not stand. This being 
done,,the roads will be more satisfac- 
tory during nine or ten months In the 
year than if they were coated with 
gravel or broken stone. 
As is well 


known, water is a great destroyer of 
dirt roads and this must be removed. 
Side ditches are nearly always pro- 
vided, but 
experience . shows 
that 


these are inadequate.: The best meth- 
od of draining a dirt road is difficult 
to describe, because so much depends 
upon the surface. Where water falls 
upon a road.it must be carried off 
the surface to one side or the 
other 


for drainage. 


The first thing to do in starting to 


improve a dirt road is to grade 
it 


"with some of the machines now on the 
market for that purpose, says Orange 
Judd Farmer. 
It should be slight- 


ly, higher in the middle than at the 
sides, so that vrhen the water falls 
upon it this will run to one side or 
the 
other. 
Of course, this grading 


should be done early enough in the 
season to permit the surface 
becom- 


ing 
packed 
and hardened 
before 


freezing weather sets in in the fall. 


• The water which Is 'carried off runs 
to the open ditch on the side. 
It is 


undoubtedly most satisfactory to have 
fc. tile along either side to carry off 
this water and also remove the water 
from beneath the roadbed. This tile 
should be three or four feet below the 
surfac'e and have sufficient 
fall to 


drain well. Some supervisors advise 
putting a tile down the middle of the 
road, but if side tiles are properly,put 
in, this will J10t be necessary. There 
is, however, no objection to the form- 
er plan, but most roadmen find that 
the side drain is sufficient. However, 
occasionally a road supervisor insists 
that the middle drain should never be 
omitted. 
If th'e outlets are of

right kind, and the- tiles have

proper fall, all the surface and sub- 
surface water should be removed and

In Jeopardy, for if the trader could not 
buy the gem at his own price he could 
report the matter to the sultan, who 
had the power to seize the finder and 
execute him. Under American rule, 
however, this law has been abolished. 
The finder of this ?30,000 pearl, know- 
ing this fact when his find was seized, 
by the siiltan, speedily made a trip to 
Jolo and reported the matter to Gov. 
Steever.
